Claims 21-34 (renumbered as 1-14) are allowed, because prior art taken alone or 
in combination fails to suggest a method for determining the identity of a pattern on an 
area that include a light source other than laser, a beam splitter, a modulating frequency 
source a frequency shifter, a plurality of acousto-optic modulators, a plurality of crossed 
polarizers, a directional coupler, a beam scanner, an optical processor, an electronic 
processor and a data processor in combinations with the other elements of the claims.
